In times of war, honorable seamen rescue their 
enemies, and these chaps had been pursuing a 
legally legitimate business in selling ‘over the 
side” on the high seas 

The episode is all th 
because the U.S. coastguard service has a fine 
record for galiantry. Out among the west 
coast of Vancouver Island fishermen last sum- 
mer, I found that the U.S. coastguard crews 
were highly popular. One fishing skipper told 
me that in distress Canadian fishermen could 
count on prompt help from the U.S. coastguard 
vessels even when the Canadian lifeboat sta- 


tions failed to answer.

Dr. F. McCoy One of the common tests 


is the blood count, which shows if the blood is 
normal. If the red blood cells are too low, this 
tells the doctor that the patient has anemia; if 
the white blood cells are increased this means 
that the patient has a focal infection or pus 
pocket and that the white cells are increased to 
fight the infection, These white cells have been 
called “The Standing Army of the Body” and 
they deal with bacteria, being present in greater 
numbers when the need arises, just as any army 
is increased when war is declared, An increase 
in white blood cells is frequent in tonsilitis, 
sinus trouble, appendicitis, and may appear in 
pus conditions of the lungs. These cells are 
more numerous in acute inflammation and by 
watching them the doctor knows when the in- 
flammatory process is receding and recovery 
is starting, If the white blood cells are too low, 
this means the patient is enervated, that is, a 
condition of general weakness or lowered re- 
sistance is present. 

A test of the clotting time of the blood will 
show if the blood clots within 3 to 5 minutes 
which is the normal, This is the coagulation 
test and should be made before operations or 
before teeth are extracted. If it takes too long 
for the blood to clot, the patient is in danger 
of unnecessary bleeding. 

Another important test is the Wesserman 
Test, used to find out if a certain infectious 
disorder is present or absent. If the report 
comes back marked positive, suitable treatment 
is indicated. A very valuable test is the one 
made of the liquid waste thrown out by the 
kidneys. Some of the diseases found in this 
way are: diabetes—indicated by the presence of 
sugar; nephritis—indicated by the presence of 
albumin and casts; rheumatism and gout— 
show:. by too high a percentage of uric acid; 
auto-intoxication or self-poisoning—marked by 
an increase in indican; kidney and bladder 
stones--suspected from quantities of certain 
crystals; stoppage of the common bile duct from 
liver or gall bladder trouble—shown by the 
presence of bile pigment. The presence of pus 
and excessive mucus is also of special meaning 
to the doctor in advising the patient what he is 
to do. 

Another test I frequently recommend is the 
test of the blood pressure, which if normal, 
ranges between 120 and 130. An extremely 
high blood pressure indicates the danger of a 
stroke of apoplexy. One of the newer tests 
which is extremely valuable is the testing of 
the heart with the clectrocardiograph. With 
this instrument we have a way of accurately 
measuring the heart action and can determine 
any heart damage. Hearing tests are of value 
in disclosing a failing of the hearing; and a 
special dye test is now given which helps in 
finding troubles affecting the gall bladder. The 
basal metabolism test is given most frequently 
when a derangement of the thyroid is suspected. 
One of the simplest of all tests is to take the 
weight of the patient. A rapid gain or loss re- 
quires special advice. 

I also advise the use of tests for tubercu- 
losis, cancer and dysentery, etc. It is true that 
the test is not a cure, but with the report on 
your tests before him, your doctor is then able 


to prescribe the best treatment for bringing . 


about a cure in the shortest possible time. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. C. L. writes: “What shall 
I do for my four months old baby who has 
asthma?” . 

ANSWER: When the baby has asthma, I 
suggest a short four or five day fast on water 
with fruit juices. Any baby can be fasted for 
this length of time with benefit. When the baby 
develops asthma there is one cause and that is 
wrong food. In my experience I have found 
that all cases may be cured and usually only a 
few hours are needed to bring about a complete 
change for the better, After missing one or two 
feedings the mucous cuts down and the wheeze 
stops. Return the baby to a milk diet, giving 
certified raw milk with fruit juice. The child 
up to the age of three is able to use milk ana 
still get over asthma. If you are interested in 
some fasting instructions for babies, send for 
my article called, “A Baby's Curative Diet,” and 
enclose one large, self-addressed, stamped en- 
velope. ; 

QUESTION--Mrs. F. V. writes: “Please in- 
form me through your column what is to be 
done for a slight discharge from the navel?” 

ANSWER—A good genera! treatment is as 
follows: Use cold showers over the navel for 
about five or ten minutes at night before re- 
tiring. Repeat in the morning. At night wear 
a cold con.press over the area of discharge, 
covering it with a piece of dry flannel, and 
leave it on overnight. At the same time use a 
fasting and dieting regimen such us is described 
in my article called “The Cleansing Diet.” If 
this does not clear up the discharge, consult a 
doctor near you,

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1792 there died 
at Quebec a man who played an 
important part in the early his- 
tory of Canada under the British 
flag. 

Adam Mabane, born at Edin- 
burgh, graduated as a physician 
and surgeon there, and arrived af 
Quebec as surgeon to one of the 
regiments in Wolfe's army, When 
General James Murray formed 
his first council in 1764 he nomin- 
ated his friend, Mabane, as one of 
its members. Three months later 
Murray made the doctor a judge 
in Chancery and a few days after- 
wards judge of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, although he had had 
no training in the law. 

Despite that, Mabane made an 
excellent judge. The records and 
judgments of that court still exist 
and Mabane’s judgments are a 
marvel of clean penmanship and, 
seemingly, of good law, for his de- 
cisions were never appealed. He 
made it a rule to write his deci- 
sions in the language of the par- 
ties of the suit; if they were Eng- 
lish, in English; if French, in 
French; if both, then he wrote the 
judgment twice!

So long as Murray remained, 
Judge Mabane's star was in the 
ascendant, but with the coming of 
Guy Carleton it was eclipsed As 
a result of a quarrel over a trifle, 
Carleton dismissed the doctor 
from the executive council.

Abolishing the Home-Owners 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 


Under a high-tariff, sound-money, gold standard policy, the 
home-owners of a nation are speedily and almost completely 
wiped out; because the contraction of selling values which always 
comes when the control of circulating money is gained by a few 
dollar magnates who restrict marketable values to principal and 
interest and tariff-protected commodities, must and does deprive 
real estate of all market values. Then a home becomes a liability; 
a taxed asset which cannot be sold at anything like the actual 
cost or the real value, This is why the home-building, thrifty 
class of people which forms the backbone of national life is 
plunged into undeserved and incurable ruin by the effect of the 
working of a money monopoly.

This ruinous effect has always been the same in all nations and 
at all periods of which we have record, Ricardo, writing: about 
1850, showed by actual instances, that every cycle of money 
control (alw disguised under the terms gold standard and 
sound money) wiped out the savings of the people and destroyed 
the values of their fixed assets. 


These are not pleasant things to write; but, so far as relates 
to the gaining of a competency by thrift and work, they are the 
governing truths of life—and the expression “homes” includes 
farms. 

One thing which you must definitely learn and never forget 
‘s that there is no possible recovery for home values and farm 
values so long as there is control by private banking corporations 
of the circulation of money; because they make their banking 
profits by the use of bankers’ credits to the greatest possible 
extent—and the more strictly values can be confined to money 
alone, the greater the extent to which bankers’ credit can be 
used and the greater the banking profits, 


When nothing is worth anything except money, there is a 
banking monopoly, and the people who control the banks can say 
and do say that real estate and fixed assets do not form desirable 
bases for the use of bank credit; and, there being no other form 
of credit left available in the nation, homes and farms lose value 
and become liabilities, 


In answer to this you will be told that bank loans are made 
out of the moneys put in the bank by depositors. This is a most 
dangerous half-truth. The present governor of the Bank of 
Canada prepared a most informing book on Exchange and inci- 
dentally banking. He stresses the point that the banks should so 
govern their course of transactions as to use as much bankers’ 
credit and as little money as yossible. If bankers lent out de- 
positors’ money, how could the annual statements year after year 
show such enormous investments in government bonds and in 
loans to institutions of government? 


Although the book printed by the savant who is now governor 
of the Bank of Canada is known to all bank officials, you try to 
buy one or to borrow one, 


The eternal truth is that under a private banking corporation 
control of money circulation, the day is certain to be reached 
when there is no maiket value to a home or a farm; and the 
thrifty, saving class of the nation must and will see their pro- 
perties eaten up by taxes and destroyed in value. 


Another eternal truth is that no nation can build up a con- 
structive and prosperous population except on a basis of thrift 
and home-building. In Canada we have absolutely destroyed 
that basis. 


The primary urgent necessity is to restore the values of homes 
and farms, Until moneys are put into circulation for this pur- 
pose the deflation will continue to destroy the homes and farms 
of the nation, Only the Parliament of Canada can provide the 
financial structure necessary, The object is not to make money 
but to salvage and restore the lives and morale of millions of 
Canadians who were told by those in authority and who believed 
that their sevings were safe in fixed assets in Canada. No political 
froth about improving conditions has any truth in it, The price 
at which you cannot sell your home is the answer.

Seen As Means Of 


Securing Larger 
Education Grants 


Provincial Start for Teach- 
ers’ Pension Scheme is| 
Urged—Will Co-operate 
On Interest Cuts. 


Legislation to obtain a poll tax, 
an increase in the provincial grant 
for education and a reduction of at! 
least 25 per cent, in bond interest) 
rates will be pressed for by the Ed-| 
monton Public School board if de-) 
cisions of the trustees, who met in| 
committee of the whole, Wednes-| 
day night, are ratified by the board} 
proper. 

The provincial government will | 
be asked to take action to set up| 
a contributory pension schere for | 
teachers. The city council will be} 
advised that the board is prepared 
to co-operate to secure reduction 
of interest and payments to sink- 
ing funds and joint discussion of 
this is urged. 


SALARY ISSUE SHELVED 


The meeting, held in committee, 
with Trustee F, C, Casselman in the 
chair, left in abeyance the qu: ..ion 
of readjustment of teachers’ salary | 
scales, proposed for a budget re-) 
duction. 

These recommendations and ques- 
tions of discussion all arose in dis- 
cussing the “inaugural statement” 
of Dr. Walter Movrish, board chair- 
man, which was read to the board 
early in December. A progress re- 
port on the 1935 budget was made 
by Trustee A. E. Ottewell, chair- 
man of the finance committee. 

Moving that the board recom- 
mend to the city that the necessary 
legislation be sought from the pro- 
vincia' government to make the 
poll tax legal, Mr. Ottewell stated 
that there was provision for this in 
the School Act, where the board 
collected its own taxes but not 
where the board made a levy. The 
motion passed unanimously, 


RESTORE REDUCTION 


Trustee Dr. F. W. Crang moved 
that the province be asked to in- 
crease educational grants, at least 
to the extent of restoring the 10 per 
cent reduction made in 1934. 

“When we ask the province for 
more, they merely devise ways of 
getting more from the city,” Trus- 
tee Ottewell said. 

“Yes,” Dr. Morrish added, “but 
they get it from a different class 
of people and the burden is spread. 
City taxes are principally borne by 
the home owners.” - 

In a move to reduce bond inter- 
est by 25 per cent, approximately 
the same as salaries have been re- 
duced in the last four years, Mr. 
Ottewell stated that some $45,000 
could be saved, present interest 
charges being $181,600. 

Dr. Morrish suggested that this 
would be slightly offset by the 
decrease in the earnings of the 
sinking fund, which holds some 
Edmonton school district bonds, 
while other corporations might also 
cut charges, 


HURT CREDIT ANGLE 

“IT would like to know just how 
far this board would be prepared to 
go in saying that it will only pay 
75 per cent of the interest,” Trus- 
tee Casselman said. 

“England reniged on the war 
loan and it hasn't hurt her,” S. 
Bowcott, trustee, said. 

“There is always the cry of 
hurting our credit, but we can't 
borrow anyway, so why shouldn't} 
we cut interest the same as we) 
have cut wages?” Trustee Cassel- 
man asked. 

“We ar not in as strong a posi- 
tion with regard to interest,” Trus- 
tee S. A. G. Barnes said. “If we 
don’t pay we default.” 

“Then what do they do? What 
have they done to other cities?” 
asked Mr. Casselman,
